PACIFIC LINER ON ROCKS, 


Steamer Alameda Wrecked at En- 
. trance to San Francisco Harbor. 


PASSENGERS IN PERIL; SAFE. 


Loses Its Course Steaming 
Through Dense Fog. 


Vessel 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 30.—[ Special. ]}— 
The Oceanic liner Alaméda, bound for Hono 
lulu with a large passenger list and an excep- 
tionally valuable cargo, struck at 11:45 this 
morning with a grinding crunch on the jagged 
reef jutting out from Fort Point. The 
steamer hung on the reef despite all the 
efforts of four powerful tugs to pull it off. 
There it hangs now, not over fifty feet from 
the shore bulkhead of old Fort Point, later 
christened Fort Winfield Scott... Rocks are 
to starboard, rocks to port, and rocks dead 
ahead. 

When the steamer struck a thick fog hung 
over the water and no one could teH just 
where the vessel was. There was no panic 
and no confusion, and the ninety-one passen- 
gers were transferred quickly to tugs and 
brought back to this city. 


Sailed in Dense Fog. 

Off the Meiggs wharf, the steamer met a 
thick haze creeping in from the ocean, and 
its chilliness sent many of the passengers 
to their staterooms to arrange their luggage 


or to write farewell notes to be taken off by » 


the pilot. As the steamer proceeded on down 
the bay the haze thickened until suddenly s 
great gray blanket rolled in through the har- 
bor entrance and everything was blotted 
from sight., 

“ Half speed,” signaled Pilot Johnson, and 
the huge liner felt its way under slow bell 
through the fog bank. The last sights had 
shown them on their true course, and the 
pilct, thé captain, and the man at the whee) 
thought they had kept it, but they had not. 
Lookouts were posted forward, and as the 
steamer groped its slow way along. 

It was an anxious moment for Capt. 
Dowdell. Nothing could be heard from the 
fog whistle on Lime point, and kt was thought 
possible that the suddenness with which the 
fog bank had closed in had not given the 
keeper time to get up steam. 

“ Don’t you think we are getting In too 
close to Lime point, pilot? What do yau 
think of keeping it off a little?’’ Capt. Dow- 
dell is said to have suggested to Pilot John- 
son. The helm was shifted a point or two. 


Warning Comes Too Late. 

The next moment a hail came from the 
lookout in the bow. 

‘* Breakers dead ahead, sir.’’

It Was the northern barbarian who 
first gave women individuality, and all be- 
cause of beer. The Teuton took women into 
his social enjoyments, in which there always 
was plenty of beer. The larger the gathering 
for festive purposes the greater the quantity 
of beer and the greater the number of womep 
who were recognized. This course went on 
until finally all women were admitted to the 
Teuton's feasts on a social equality with the 
men. 

“So it is that the people who have given 
beer to the world also have taken woman 
out of bondage and placed her on an equality 
with men.

to the necessity of fostering the purchasing 
| power of the people of the fareast. Itis well 
| enough to sell goods to a country, but if the 
trade is to grow or even continué@along large 
lines the purchasing country must be in con- 
dition to sell something back, If you look 
into the history of the trade of this country 
with those of the far east you will see that 
the American exports have increased In pro- 
portion to the imports of Japan and China 
into the United States. 


Purchasing Power Factor. 


The Japanese and Chinese must be 
taught, therefore, to increase their industries 
‘to such an extent as to enable them to keep 
up ‘their purchasing power.. You may be 
able to obtain the monopoly of the eastern 
market for a cértain length of time, but in 
the end you would suffer. Japan has a com- 
paratively larger trade -with western coun- 
tries than China, but if you ex’ » the rea- 
sons you will firf@ehat she has undertaken 
modern methods o. life and naturally she 
had to consume more western goods, She 
has introduced modern machinery and applil- 
ances of western manufacture and has be- 
gun to turn out the kind of goods for which 
her people have acquired a taste. If she 
had not done this she would be in the'con- 
dition she was twenty-five years ago, “and 
your commerce and that of other nations in- 
stead of advancing a as it did during that 
period would have remained where it was. 

“In the same way as the commerce of 
Japan was fostered, the commerce of China 
must be fostered. If China can be encour- 
aged to adopt the western mothod of life, she 
ought also to be encouraged to manufacture 
things for herself. But she could not make 
everything. She necessarily must import 
some goods from this and other countries and 
the proportion of the importation will depend 
altogether upon the extent of her ability to 


buy.” 


NEW TREATY AID TO PEACE. 


Europe Considers Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
ance of Tremendous Impor- . 
tance to World. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

LONDON, Sept: 30.—Now that Europe 
has had time to consider the terms of the 
new Anglo-Japanese alliance fits tremend- 
ous and even epoch making importance is 
fully realized. It is, as one statesman de- 
scribed it, ‘‘a pivotal point In the Inter- 
national politics of a new era.” It is the 
first of the great peace compacts which 
will do more toward averting war than 
many Hague conferences. 

It is bitterly attacked in some quarters, 
and is even described as the Asiatic Mon- 
roe doctrine, and a crime against civiliza- 
tion. Its only ambiguity is the chief basis 
of criticism, significantly enough, in Rus- 
sia and Germany. This is the clause in 
relation to India. The question is, does 
this include Persia? It is well known that 
Russia, politivalls and Germany, commer- 
clally, have great secret designs on Persia, 
and they naturally want to know {f Britain 
intends to cry hands off as she did in 
connection with the Russian attempt to 
gain a foothold on the Persian gulf. 

The great novelty of the new treaty 
which excites the widest discussion among 
publicists, however, is. the precedent. es- 
tablished by the attempt to guarantee the 
integrity and independence of another 
‘great empire. It“Is argued that this cre- 
ates danger of a serious kind. 

The consensus of European opinion is 
that the new treaty is a most illuminating 
and important develepment -in modern 
statesmanship,. and that it marks a mo- 
mentous step in international intercourse.

Austrians Thoroughly Alarmed. 
He has modified to some extent the rigor- 


4 oushess of his attitude, while not abandoning 


his position, regard the points in dispute. 
His Austrian advisers, who thoroughly are 
alarmed by the critical nature of the situa- 
tion, are more conciliatory during the last 
day or two than the sovereign himself, and 
the danger of an immediate breach, due to 
the excitement of popular passion, slightly 
has diminished, 

It is true, nevertheless, that the vast ma- 
jority of the Hungarian people have joined the 
independent party. A real concession must 
be made by the emperor, or he will be com- 
pelled to govern the kingdom by military 
force. That situation speedily would result in 
armed resistance, and then nothing could 
avert the cataclysm which Europe has been 
dreading as the greatest of calamities during 
the last thirty years. 


Europe Dreads Consequences. 

It was this looming peril more than any-~- 
thing else which induced Germany to aban- 
don the. hectoring of France this week, and 
refer all questions in the Morocco dispute 
to the coming conference. 

The best judgment, on the whole, is that 
at the present time this great rupture, with 
its attendant dangers to European peace, 
is not-imminent. The Austro-Hungarian 
empire will hold together in some shape as 
long as the emperor refrains from using 
the arms of one country in an attempt to 
coerce the other. He, no doubt, Is irritated 
and despondent, and, perhaps, indifferent to 
consequences in some degree, but his wis- 
dom and humanity hardly can allow him to 
resort to that fatal expedient. 


King Confers with Hungarian. 

VIENNA,. Sept. 80.—Count Czaky, presi- 
dent: of the upper house of the Hungarian 
diet, was received in audience by King-Em- 
peror Franz Josef at the hofburg this morn- 
ing, and a lengthy exchange of views fol- 
lowed, during which -the situation in Hun- 
gary fully was thrashed out. Courit Czaky 
was able to place the emperor in possession 
of the real feeling of the Magyar nation and 
indicate the line of action most likely to lead 
to a compromise, which it is believed both 
sides are now heartily desirous of reaching. 


-Anxiously Await Developments. 

BUDAPEST, Sept. 80.—The political fac- 
tions anxiously are awaiting the result of the 
audience which Count Czaky had with the 
king-emperor today, and his majesty’s de- 
cision in regard to his future attitude to- 
wards the Hungarian demands. 

The efforts of the coalition leaders to pre- 
vent rioting have been successful, and there 
have been no disorders since Wednesday. 

The coalition party has given the police 
notice of its intention to hold a torchlight 
procession Oct. 3 to the Kossuth club.

Bjornstjerne Bjornson, Hitherto a Re- 
publican, Comes Out in Favor of 
Hereditary Monarch.

LONDON, Sept. 80.—Bjornstjerne Bjorn- 
gon, who hitherto has supported a republican 
form of government for Norway, now pub- 
lishes an open letter in the Aftenposten, ad- 
vocating an elected king. ‘He points out that 
the Norwegian people have a republican dis- 
position whether a king or president.ocoupies 
the seat of honor, and proceeds: 

‘‘An elected Norwegian king would, like 
the kings of Great Britain and Italy, live 
among us like a great nobleman and feel 
like an hereditary president. The difference 
between such a kingdom anda republic would 
only be formal. 

“The modern kingdom is only a transition 
form, but this transition will give more 
gecurity through a dynasty with powerful 
connections than the dangerous isolation of 
a republic like Garibaildi’s. We republicans 
must choose to serve a King, hoping to get 
as high minded a monarch as Italy has to- 


day.’ 


LEOPOLD DENIES HE’LL QUIT. 


King of Belgium Says He Intends to 
Remain on Throne During 


Life. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 30.—King Leopold at 
the banquet of the congress on colonial ex- 
pansion tonight gave emphatic denial to re- 
cent reports that he intended to abdicate. 
His majesty said: ‘ Life is uncertain and 
I cannot foresee how many years I may 
still have to live; but I can assure you that 
all the remaining years of my life will be 
devoted, within the scope of my constitu- 
tional powers, to the welfare of my country.”

Makes Disaffection Apparent. 
All of this goes to show. that most of the 
dissatisfaction which is so apparent in the 


the 


‘republican ranks of Ohio today arises from 


lack of able leadership. There as yet has 
been developed absolutely no one man with 
political genius enough to secure undisputed 


control of the republican party of the state. 


Senator Dick has a better personal knowl- 
edge of the state at large than any other 
one man, but he is not personally popular, 


and, although a good politician, it is not. 


probable he ever will be adie to exercise the 
undisputed personal control which made 
Hanna‘so strong @ factor in the politics not 
only of Ohio but of the country. 

. The man to step into the shoes of M. A. 
Hannes yet to make his presence felt in Ohio 
politics, and until he appears there is likely 
to be a general running down at the heel of 
the republican organization, such as tha 
which is so marked a factor in the present 
campaign. 

There is really no reason why national af- 
fairs should be injected into this campaign, 
and yet they will be. This is distinctively 
an off year. There are no congressmen to be 
elected, and there is involved in the campaign 
no @istinct question as to the indorsement 

of President Roosevelt's administration. He 
carried the state only a year ago by a plu- 
rality exceeding a quarter of a million votes, 
and that surely is indorsement enough to gat- 
isfy any federai administration, yet in the 
opening campaign. Senator Foraker appar- 
ently went out of his.way te announce that 
he was opposed to the railroad rate regula- 
tion’ advocated by the president. This has 
stirred up more real interest than anything 
elee in the present campaign, and it would 
not be at all surprising if it should become 
a real issue before election day. 


Seems Open Letter Campaign. 

They have started an open letter idea in 
the conduct of this campaign in Ohio, and 
are likely to keep it up. Senator Dick at 
Columbus gets out an open letter, generally 
in the form of questions propounded to the 
democratic candidate for governor, about 
évery twenty-four hours. Shippers,who have 
been stirred up to such an extent by Senator 
Foraker’s speech at Bellefontaine, are pre- 
paring to take a leaf out of Chairman Dick’s 
political book. They expect to issue within 
a few days open letters signed by the Ohio 
Shippers’ association and addressed to Gov. 

errick, Senators Foraker and Dick, and 
Candidate Pattison, in which each of these 
gentiemen will be asked to define explicitly 
his position in regard to the railroad iegisla- 
tion proposed by President Roosevelt. 

In the same way a second series of open 
lettersis being prepared by the policy holders’ 
association asking some pertinent questions, 
not only of Mr. Pattison as president of ar 
insurance company. but also of Gov. Her- 
rick, who, as a banker and associated with 
various trust companies, is alleged to have 
more or less personal sympathy with ineur- 
ance interests. 


More Interest in Cleveland Fight. 


There is really a good deal more interest 
in the outcome of the mayoralty campaign 


here in Cleveland than has been displayed 


regarding the general result in the state. 
Mayor Tom Johnson is carrying on one of 
his characteristic campaigns. He does not 
take particularly well throughout the state, 
as has been demonstrated in more than one 
bitter fight, bu® he does seem to understand 
the political’ temperament of the people of 
Cleveland, and he and his advisers assert 
he is certain to be re@lected mayor by a 
larger majority than ever before.

“*Members of the independént party of 
the villege of Brookfield informed me yes- 
terday that they would file nomination pe- 
‘pers for the election’ of théir Candidate for 
trustee before midnight. I considered the 
call for the election illegal, because it was 
not ordered by a majority vote of the trus- 
tees. Avting on the advice of seven attor- 
neys, I told the men I would not sign the 
papers for the nomination of the candidate, 
Adolph Klabuhn. 


Personal Violence Feared. 


“ Then, fearing violence and not caring to 
cause any more trouble of a personal charac- 
ter, I Went away to avoid a possible dis 
I intend to stand by what I 
think is my legal rights, notwithstanding the 
mandamus proceedings against me to com- 
pel me to call the election. I have not seen 
the nomination papers, and I shall not sign 
them. I intend to return home early tomor- 
row.”’ 

The village was all astir when it was 
learned that Crandall had goneaway.

HERE did Moses and the prophets get their 
holy scriptures? Did they crib from Egyp- 
tian mythclogy? Is a‘large part'of the “ Old 
Testament’”’ a rehash of ancient Egyptian 
sagas? 
All theological Germany is astir over a 
book, “ Egypt and the Bible,” which Herr 
Voelter, a German professor, has just pub- 
lished, wherein he draws striking parallels between what 
he terms,’ “the alleged history of the forefathers of the 
Jews " and the most ancient legends current in the land of 
the Pharaohs. In these latter, he declares, are seen the 
counterparts of Adam, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, of 
Esau, Joseph, and other “‘ Old Testament ” characters. 

Moses, it is declared, found the basis and inspiration 
for his writings in the traditions and sacred books which 
he had studied in Egypt, which were in their turn, largely 
revivals of Hindoo legends on God and creation; insti- 
tuted priests, prescribed sacrifices and their manner, and 
in a few civil and religious laws laid the foundation of a 
new society, “a Hindoo emanation passing through 

ypsyP * Egypt; from its geographical position, was neces- 
sarily one of the first countries to be colonized by Indian 
‘emigration, and one of the first to receive the influence of 
jthat antique civilization which has radiated even to us; 
in her castes, language, laws, and literature Egypt was 
one vast emanation from India, mother of the human 
race, cradle of all our traditions.

Moses Traced Back to India. 

Moses himself is traced in name to India, The phil- 
osopher who gave to India her political and religious insti- 
tutions was named Manu. The Egyptian legislator who 
learned of nim received the name Manes. A Cretan who 
visited Egypt to study the institutions, with which he 
wishes to endow his country and history, preserves his 
memory as Mines. Lastly, the liberator in Egypt of the 
servile caste of Jew founds a new society and is named 
Moses. 

Manu, Manes, Mines, Moses; their similarity betrays 
unity of derivation from the Sanscrit with the slight 
variations of different periods and of the different lan- 
guages in which they were written. . 

To begin with the beginning of “Moses’ story, he an- 
novices that ‘“‘In the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth’’; then ‘‘ The earth was without form and 
void, and darkness was upon the face of the deep; and the 
spirit of God moved upon the face of the waters.”’ 

The Vedas, the four oldest books of the Hindoo 
religion, say *‘The supreme being alone existed; after- 

ards there was a universal darkness; now the watery 
ocean was produced; then did the creator, lord of the uni- 
verse, rise out of the ocean, and successively framed the 
sun and moon which govern day and night, whence pro- 
ceed the revolutions of years.” It is thus seen that 
chaos, darkness, water, and light follow precisely in the 
order of the Mosaic narrative.

Ancient Picture of Adam’s Fall. 

in the temple of Osiris, at Phile, Egypt, which is com- 
-puted to belong to an age anterior to the era of Abraham 
and therefore long before the publication of the Penta- 
teuch or books of Moses, is a tablet representing the whole 
scene of the temptation and fall. The tree is exhibited, 
the man and woman stand by with the fruit in their 
hands, the serpent erect and winged. Above the tree is the 
unmistakable word, ‘“‘ The Pomegranate.’’ This rounded, 
handsome fruit, as big as an oran7e, as sweet to the taste 
as it is pleasant to the eye, fitly represents the Genesis 
description of the fruit of the tree of knowledge of good 
and evil—‘‘ good for food and pleasant to the eyes.’!

INCE the beginning of the Russo-Japanese 
War every attempt on the part of corre- 
-spondents and writers in Russia to tell the 
people of the sorry. part they were playing 
in the war and in the eyes of the world has 
been frustrated by the hyper-vigilance of 
the Russian censor.’ Many a journal has 
,_ been suppressed and many a writer sum- 
marily dealt with for such attempts. 

It was left to a Yiddish writer in Russia to fool 
the censor. He wrote a story of the matrimonial troubles 
of his *“‘ Uncle Peeny with His Aunt Rosie,’’ their quar- 
rels, their g@truggles, and tneir final reconciliation. The 
author himself describes his story as one ‘‘ never before 
printed.’’

mence with “‘ Once upon a time,’’ and wind up by inform- 


ing the reader that the heroes of the story “ lived happily 
ever after.” The Russjan censor who placed his stamp 
of approval upon the front page of the story before it was 
printed failed to discover anything wrong in it. 

No sooner, however, was the little booklet off the print- 
ing press than it created a sensation. The Jewish readers 
were quick to see the point. It did not take them long to 
realize that ‘‘Uncle Peeny’’ stood for Japan, * Aunt 
Rosie ’’ for Russia, and that Uncle Peeny’s friend, ‘“‘Yan- 
kel David,”’ was none else than Yankee Doodle. Edition 
after edition was soon exhausted. The Russian trans- 
lator also soon appeared on the scene, and the story of 
“Uncle Peeny with Aunt Rosie ’’ soon became the talk of 
every town within the confines of the vast Russian empire. 
The censor finally discoygred that the story had been 
loaded and attempted tg suppress it, but it was too late. 
He was tripped for good.

I had been several timés before in my life, . 


but I had $11,600 in cash—which seemed to 
make the condition appear in the light of an 
opportunity for a holiday and a needed rest 
which never before in my life had come to 
me. I had wanted to see some of the cities 
of the country.in order to size up their seem- 
ing opportunities, and, putting the $10,000 in 
bank at 3’per cent, I took $1,600 as the work- 
ing basis ‘in a prospecting trip west and 


northward. 


The trip cost me most of this sum. A’ New 
York friend who had made e considerable in- 
vestment in a placer mine in Arizona asked 
me to stop there and look into the workings 
of the claim. Water rights had been secured 
on a tentative basis as to quantity and cost, 
and in looking over the property I saw where 
some mistakes were being made and where 
with a little better system established the 
existing fair conditions might be turned into 
rich possibilities. I repdérted to my friend 
with such enthusiasm that in the move to- 
ward establishing the new and better system 
I took $1,000 ef stock in the .mine.

But with $9,000 tn a New York bafik, my 
experience has shown how niuch considera- 
tion the possessor .of it may be accorded In 
this richest city in the world. Where once 
I had been the caller af the offices of well 
to do men, I found well to do men calling upen 
me. One of these callers was sent to me by 
a friend whom ‘tie caller already had inter- 
ested in an export scheme that needed the 
backing of a quarter of a million dollafs‘or 
more. Coming with this introduction as he 
did, naturally I was interested, and as he 
talked the interest grew. The general prop- 
osition was as clear as day. European inter- 
ests had been awakened to the possibilities 
of the scheme. A promoter at a big salary 
was in Paris at the time, carrying enthusi- 
asm with him as he went. 

Well, I put $8,000 into the venture, and at 
a meeting of the company stockholders I 


name printed at the top of the company’s 
letter heads. 

But, briefly, that is all I have ever got out 
of the investment—a line at the upper right 
hand corner of these letter heads, presenting 
my name and official title with the company. 
The European end of the company’s business 
did not come up to expectations; the promo- 
tor on a big salary spent money proportion- 
ately and to no purpose; anzwmia séized upon 
the company’s Officers in New York and the 
whole scheme died of inanition.

Failure Without Self-Blame. 

Today Iam working eleven to fourteen 
hotrs aiday for a salary of $50 a week. I 
have $5,000 worth of stock in the successful 
publication with which I am connected, and 
I am paying for this stock at the rate of $10 
a week and with the dividends that are ap- 
portioned to it.. This is a position of failure 
as I see it through my ambitions. It is fail- 
ure New York would s¢e it. And in the 
ways that I have recounted this faflure has 
come about, 

I can't say that I have any harsh criticisms 
for myself in the matter. I made the ITttle 
money I had honestly and.I invested it ac- 
cording to my best judgment. It was put 
into something that had an honest commer- 
cial outlook and prospect, and was not lost 
in speculation in stocks or in betting at the 
raee tracks, Selfevidently my judgment 
was bad, but except for a certain risk which 
attended the investment I should never have 
been invited to invest in a city where idle 
millions are seeking safe investment every 
day in the year. I took that risk—and took 
too much. That is all. 

Maybe there is a lesson for the reader In 
the experiences which I have catalogued 
here. He is welcome to it if there is; I have 
learned all I need to out of thein.

‘yeally will begin. As a stock boy he isina 
position’ where he can be considered for a 
promotion only to the post of subclerk. But 
immediately he has attained to the dignity 
of this post he is eligible to a dozen different 
place’, for then he mas learned enough to fit 
him for the different branches of the work 
of selling, buying, keeping, and “ knowing "’ 
goods, . 

Here also his chances for showing ‘what is 
in him are much better. He will be two, three, 
or four years older by the time he is a clerk 
and his business character and personality 
will have begun to form. His superiors will 
have a line on him 4s to what he can, will, 
and might do and they will treat him accord- 
ingly. He is of course still a minor employé, 
but the fact that he has made the first step 
up issa good sign. If he was entirely devoid 
of the stuff that makes good business men or 
good employés he would not have lasted long 
enough to take it. 

The subcierk soon becomes a fullfiedged 
clerk, and after this he is apt to be taken 
into different departments and different 
lines of work. He may become a salesman, 
buyer, or what not. His training has been 
such as to fit him for almost any position in 
the house with the exception of office po- 
sitions, and the men above him always are 
watching for men of the right kind. oOf 
course, his success or failure will depend 
just as much on his own efforts as if he start-

The banker will forgive *th® lay public, 
which has its knowledge of banking coming 
to it through possession of a bank book with 
a small balance, against which one or two 
checks a’ week are drawn, But when the 
capitalist and man of big business affairs at- 
tempts to define banking and the banker 
along these general lines, the banker may be 
accorded a considerable margin of protest,

Ideal Banker Without Friends, 


An ideal banker should have neither friends 
nor enethies, but the wideat possible field of 
friendly acquaintances. No other quality 
in his nature will suffice his needs of business 
as will a keén observation and knowledge of 
human hature. All the) stiff, unwavering 
methods, op! nions, and prejudices of the man 
of strong, forceful character will have to be 
shifted to the background, From the first 
day of his banking he will need to: be a diplo- 
mat, ready to receive every man as an indl- 
vidual and deal with him as conditions and 
circumstances dictate. He may need to tell 
to one man ‘half a story, telling the other 
half story to another man, and yet telling the 
truth to both of them so far as honesty may 
demand. And when as a banker he has con- 
ducted his banking business to the best of 
hit knowledge and judgment, he may expect 

o have forced upon him time and again a 
more or less active but sub rosa management 
of entirely different commercial and indusé 
trial organizations, 

In this last emergency espeolaily it is a 
misfortune of the banker if he has not the 
head and the experience, the nerve and the 
ity occasionally to carry along and cod- 
dle the institution whichiat the moment is 
just overcoming the impediments that a lt- 
tle later are to leave it a smooth, clear road 
to business success: Or, from a still more 
serious Outlook, it is bad for him if he can- 
not rise to a clear view and understanding of 
a proposition which has as the two alterna.

Need $1,000,000 to Start. 

But after the men are chosen and the 
quarters of the bank are'fixed on, the next 
essential is the money for the capital stock. 
At the present time a bank hardly would 
start in the central district with a capital 
of less than §1,000,000, and before such a 
bank starts it must have $1,000,000 in cash 
to lay before the state auditor for counting. 
Certified checks, bank | drafts, nor even 
government bonds will! suffice in lieu of 
this current cash. . The|stim in cash must 
be there and the state auditor must have 
counted it before he gives a certificate en- 
titling the institution tp receive deposits 
and conduct a general banking business. 
Previously the officers and directors of the 
institution will have been chosen from the 
stockholders, the necessary cashier, tellers, 
and bookkeepers will have been engaged 
and the bank with $1,000,000 in its own vaults 
or in the vaults of its correspondents in other 
commertial centers will be ready for its first 
day's business. 

In making the quarters of the bank ready 
a good deal will have been’ required of the 
builder, the decorator, and the furniture 
and fixture men. The standard of bank fur- 
nishings and decorations (has been set high 
in cities In the last ten years. No bank couki 
afford to begin businessiin a dark, ill f 
nished place, guch as on¢e sufficed some of 
the big institutions twenty years ago. That 
subtle “‘ fifst impression ’' needs to be connid- 
ered in the depositor and!customer and these 
will be repelled by anything short of the 
furnishings of the modern bank. 

m * 

First Year Depends on Officers. 

Once established, this $1,000,000 bank’s 
business of the first year will depend upon 
many things—upon the management, its inl- 
tlative, its connections, ‘and perhaps least 
of all upon its mere capital stock. 

When such a bank shall be upon a fair 
working and earning bdsig it should have 
$5,000,000 of deposits. Always a safe margin 
for business must entafl the keeping of 25 
to 40 per cent of liabilities of a bank either in 
cash, in quickly convertible paper, or a re- 
serve in interest bearing bank balances, 
Much of thi8 then would be cash. The rest 
should be of a character to be turned into 
cash in a day and without loss, On this tn- 
come paper a profit wowld be secured over 
the keeping of the reserve fn cash and tn the 
vaults, The deposits and eapital of this im- 
aginary bank would be $6,000,000, and the 25 
per cent of reserve woulll leave $4,500,000 as 
the working funds of the institution. 

Of this $4,500,000.1t wotld be a good policy 
to decide upon inve sting At least $1,000,000 tn 
safe bonds. The bonds! of a good railroad 
or bonds issued by a municipality appeal! to 
meas the bestinvestment ofthe kind. With 
such investment the securities might be con- 


verted readily into 
cash, or under a less 
pressure of circurn- 
stances or necessity 
they would be the most acceptable collateral 
on which to realize an emergency loan, With 
these dispositions of the bank's funds there 
would be left $8,500,000 subject to loans in 
the regular gourse of businéss. On this 
showing a year’s business may be anticipated 
about as follows:

pn the issuance of domestic drafts, Foreign 
letters of credit and foreign drafts pay much 
better in proportion. 

» * 
Losses Usual for 3 Years. 

With-a bank well organized according to 
these lines, however, it would bé no unusual 
experience if in the first three years no divi- 
dend should be paid. Depreciation and losses 
that are inevitable would have .to be taken 
into consideration; later some of these sup- 
posed losses: will return to the successful 

ank and be eredited on the right side of the 
profit and loss account, but they must be 
reckoned with in the beginning: If at the 
end-of five years the bank with $1,000,000 
capital has its $5,000,000 of deposits it has 
done well for itself and its stockholders. 

Considering the individual deposits and de- 
positors for such a bank, an institution 
which should have a $250,000 deposit on the 
books would be considered ag a’ concern 
worthy of remark among bank officials. 
Opening such an account in a day 
would be a something to attract a good dea! 
of attention in theinstitution. The man with 
an account averaging $2,500, month. after 
a good patron ag depositor, while 
who would keep a balance above 
year around should be entitled to 
room on the books and to the cashing of his 
checks. Under $100, to be worth anything 
to the bank as a depositor merely, he should 
pay $1 a month for caring for his accounts, 
If he have any business ai all this will save 
$12 worth of shoes in the year.

For the loan customer, a $100,000 loan in 
a day would cause congratulations among 
the officers. of such a bank as this we are 
considering.

HERE is such a thing as “ luck.” There 
is good luck and there is bad luck. At 
the same time there is the man who 
may say, year after year, with lugu- 
brious face and manner, “just my 

luek,”’ and there is that othe? man who may 
say in smiling self-gratulation, “ Just my 
Juck, by George!” For“ by Gearge” always 
is @ good natured expletive. Here is the 
proposition: 

A bolt of lNghtning in a thunder storm 
strikes the roof of a house and kills every 


member,of the family within its doors. ‘The 


house twenty feet away escapes without a 
scratch. This is a case of simple luck. 

On the other hand, there are spots on the 
earth that for some reason are especially 
susteptible to strokes of lightning in storms, 
possibly from some mineral! deposit under the 
surface, more than from an especially ex- 
posed prominence. Such neighborhoods have 
been recognized in the cities. Well, a man 
seeking the location for his new house, using 
his best judgment, his best tastes, and the 
best manner of business in closing the pur- 
chase and building on his site, has his house 
eet on fire by the inevitable lightning bolt 
and his family wiped out of existence in this 
hitherto unmarked storm center. But the 
year before a man of his type, looking for 
the same building opportunity, and perhaps 
with not a feeling of $10 difference between 
his own and this other man’s choice, lives to 
a ripe old age with his family, because for 
some reason not associated with the exer- 
cise of his own faculties, he chose his own 
site rather than the other. This is a case 
of involved-and complicated good and bad 
luck which pugzles even the fatalist. 


* * 
Luck a Recognized Element. . 

The reader may choose to substitute 
“chance” for “luck” in this article, but, 
whatever his designation, the essentials are 
the same, while to deny the existence of this 
luck, or chance, is to put the scoffer into the: 
ranks of those who cannot and do not reason. 

To deny the existence of luck, as it applies 
to the individual, is silly. These two men 
in example are of equal birth, breeding, and 
mental and moral faculties. But a something 
that is entirely outsidé of the realm of mind 
and spirit leads one with his family to the 
altar of accident and allows the other immu- 
nity, from which he leaves generations to 
the living world. 

This is luck, good and bad, on the face of 
the conditions, and to deny it one would 
need to assume that such luck phases are 
dealt out to man in exactly equal propor- 
tions; that no individual over another, or 
especially over the @verage, could have an 
especially hard luck or good luck story to 
tell—a something at which observation re- 
volts. 

One may quibble over this thing called 
luck. He may sayy * How do you know 
Jones was unlucky when his wife and chil- 
dren died? She might have been intolerable 
to him and the children might have been 
slated for the hangman had they lived.” 
Or if & man of capacity, using his brains and 
ethics to the best af his ability, scores fall- 
ure after fallure because of untoward cir- 
cumstances, this same quibbler may ask: 
‘How do you. Know that these failures are 
not the best things that éver happened te 
Jones?” We don’t—at the moment—but to 
many Joneses time has proved beyond ques- 
tion that these things are not good in’ dis- 
guise, but the wrecking of the man in this 
world's affairs.

Much Falsely Charged to “Luck.” 

There is a false luck which the world 
most frequently is invited to view by the 
person who feels that he is the victim of it 
in its bad phase. ‘“‘ Just my luck” {fs his 
reiteration everywhere, when true luck may 
be furthest from consideration: For ex- 
ample, @ man or woman discovers that ona 
certain day he has had a run of bad luck: 
or the period may be for a week, a month, or 
a year. But looking into the facts and con- 
ditions, one may see at once that much of 
this is not luck. 

Suppose a man suffers from an unexpected 
but most logical misfortune and is shaken 
by it. Naturally his whole mental ap- 
paratus is shaken and disordered. He is less 
able to bring to bear those faculties which 
for so long may have been warding off such 
a shock. Weakened by the circumstance, he 
approaches another condition and suffers 
again. Such shocks are retroactive, the sec- 
end more disturbing than the first, and the 
third perhaps bordering upon panic. From 
this panic state he may rally only to take 
up a dogged sort of resignation which is as 
dulling to the faculties, and in a short time 
we have the type who grumbles to us, “‘ Just 
my luck,” when true luck has never figured 
for a moment in his condition.

There are many philanthropists who do not 
hesitate to spend millions on public libraries 
and educational establishments, so surely 
some one should be willing to come forward 
to assist such a scheme as I have outlined. 
Higher education may be well in its way, but 
I must confess I fail to see iie benefit unless 
provision is made to furnish more positions 
suitable for the highly educated.

Even the. failures, which no doubt would 
be humerous, would derive some benefit from 
such ascheme.

Association Would Support Itself. 

There is every reason to prophesy that an 
association of this description soon would 
become self-supporting if properly managed. 
The main difficulty would be to curb the am- 
bition of the inexperienced, for the tempta- 
tion to sow on the prepared land larger crops 
than they would. be able to care for properly 
later would be irresistible to an enterprising 
American. ‘This could be met by giving the 
instructors authority to insist on most of the 
allotment .being devoted to crops that re- 
quired little care, until the occupant ‘had 
learned enough to attempt more arduous 
tasks. To insure the success of the experi- 
ment it would also be absolutely necéssary 
to provide each plat with beds of asparagus, 
pleplant, horseradish, and other perennials 


dangers of lead poisoning in its many 

forms, no other industry in the history 
of the world has carried with it the menace 
that comes with lead mining, lead smelting, 
and the. manufacture and adaptation of lead 
products to their almost illimitable uses in 
the arts and trades. 

When your attention has been called to 
some particular trade where e deaths 
from so-called “natural cau “are un? 
usually high, it is almost a certainty that 
lead poisoning In one degree or another will 
have entered into the causes of.the abnor; 
mal mortality. Lead and lead products 
affect a dozen trades in vital manner, and 
wherever the métal or its products are used 
there will its poisonous effects be marked 
in the death rolls of the workers. 

Looking over the dangers of some of the 
trades as compared with the farmer’s chance 
of life at his work, the poisonous effects of 
lead and its byproducts are emphasized in 
the ranks of the file maker who works by 
hand, im thedead workers in general, among 
the potters and glaziers, among the giass 
cutters and ginc workers. The file maker, 
who makes His cuts into the steel with a 
chisel driven by a) hard hammer, has one 
of the most dangerous occupations in the 
world, due wholly to lead poisoning, which 
results from the slab of lead upon which whe 
file rests as a base:

doubly dangerous for the reason that its 
poisonous salts have no unpleasant odor or 
taste. Now and then the individual is found 
who is virtually immune, at least until he 
discovers that he is not. These salts are 
easily soluble, and the onset of the treuble 
may be most insidious, In the case of chronic 
Plumbism the victim has'an unnatural pal- 
lor, angemia is marked in lips and gums, his 
features become altered and expressionless, 
& metallic taste develops in his mouth, mak- 
ing food intolerable in the.morning, thus 
often forcing him to go to work on an empty 
stomach, which in itself js a worst possible 
provocation. 

Under the influence of an acute attack of 
Plumbism the victim may have to Iie down 
and roll in the agony of abdominal pains. 
His pulse is slow and feeble; he suffers’ from 
sleeplessness, has a collapped appearance, 
and wears an anxious look. One.of these at- 
tacks leads to another, a blue line appears 
in the gums close’ to the lihe of the teeth, 
and after several of these attacks the vic- 
tim may suffer both the “ witst drop * and 
the “ ankle drop ’’—a painjess but total temi- 


porary paralysis’ of the ankles and Wrists,. ; 


In the worst forms thése acute attacks are 
shown in convulsions that last two or three 
days, when the patient diés. If atthe end of 
the third Gay the patient is alive he has a 
chance for life, though he’ may be blind for 
the rest of his life. 

In the case of a mother polsoned by lead 
her child dies soon aft its birth in con- 
vulsions, Where both parents are poisoned 
children almost invariably are born dead.

How Lead Slaughters Workers. 

When it ls remembered that lead In almost 
any form is poisonous to this degree, and 
when thé mulitudinous forms are considered 
as menacing the world evety day and every 
hour, one may be excused for wonderi*¢; if 
the world were not bettér.off withouc the 
metal. Yet were lead suddenly to drop out 
of civilization the effect would be tremen- 
dous. 

These lead. potsons get:into the .system 
through the fumes of melting lead and 
through the dusty parti¢les that rise from 
its‘ byprodutts;* they enter the system 
through the person’s eating with unwashed 
hands and again through the skin itself, 


lead -poisoning which thfough dmprovéd 
printing methods is decreasing year by year. 
But it is a considerable économic problem 
even now. ‘Twelve per cent of those coming in 
touch with type metal in the printing trades 
may eXpect to feel “ printers’ colic” in the 
year. These will be in the proportion of ten 
compositors, four operators of the linotype 
machine, and two stereotypers. Eating with 
unwashed hands is the chief source of thig 
poison, while the linotype Worker gets it 
through the fumes of the metal and from the 
oxidized particles in the floor dust.

Care Necessary to Save Lives. . 
No one working ih lead products in any 
form can afford to neglect every possible 
means of prevention of the poison. Clean 
hands, clean nails, pure aif, a substantial 
diet, plenty of milk, and changes of clothing 
in order to prevent contamination from them 

are essential. . 
Workers in dusty atmospheres, perhaps, 
are victims to diseases and death almost in 
proportion to the lead workers. Everywhere 
that dust particles fly in mill.and shep the 
worker is a victim jn proportion as his work 


“4s dusty and the @Ust is poisetous within 


itself. Hundreds are victims of the polson- 
ous lead dusts that fly from the enameling 
brushes and from thé ‘putty pastes” 
of the glass polisher. But even the four 
dust of the miller once caused a death rate 
in the flour mills that was appalling. 


The match maker, working in the fumex 


of phosphorus, hes his dangerous ealling. 
and is subject to one of the worst forms 
of poisoning. The Infection shows fn a tooth, 
perhaps, gradually infecting: the jaw, which 
becomes inflamed and finally suppurative. 
If unchecked the disease spreads until the 
bone of the jaw dies ahd is destroyed. Co- 
Incident with this, too, other bones In the 
body are made more brittle and are more 
easily broken.

Mercury and Brass Kill Hundreds. 

Workers in mercury may have their mis- 
eries, as in the silvering-of milirrors, for in 
stance. Stomach trouble first develops, then 
salivation, with loosening of the teeth and 
unusual flowing of sallva. Headaches follow, 
the tongue is tremulous, the skilled man es- 
pecially becomes nervous about his work, 


Brass ague first leaves the victim languid 
and depressed. As it comes on he becomes 
chilled, his teeth chatter, a cold perspiration 
breaks out on his face and head, headache 
and nausea follow, then a period of burning 
fever, and not untill a period of vomiting has 
relieved the patient does he recover. Milk is 
an antidote for the trouble. ; 

Rubber workers in the vulcanizing of rub- 
ber by the use of bisulphide of carbon are 
open to some of the worst penalties of pol- 
eons. Paralysis of months’ duration is possi- 
ble. Drunkenness to all appearances marks 
the sufferer from the fumes of the bisulphide; 
loss of appetite, emaciation, and blindness 
may follow. Insanity and suicide by Jump- 
ing from the windows of a factory are not 
few incidents In the work. 

° * 
Buhrstone Grinders Soon Die. 

Among the “ dry grinders ” in metal work 
the death rate is heavy. The deaths in the 
1,000 grinders between the ages of 35 and 55 
years are 458 as compared with the 261 
deaths in the 1,000 In all trades. 

The few men who are cutting bubrstones 
in spite of the new roller processes of the 

mille are the worst victims of their occupa- 
tions. This buhrstone comes from the valley 
of the Seine, In France, and is the hardest 
known stone. The worker becomes subject 
to the dtist of the stone and the dust of the 
steel tools with~ ‘lech he works. Bits of steel 
are shot into his arms until they are blue, 
and the particles of dust that get into his 
lungs leave him an average of twelve years 
working life, no matter at what age he be- 
gins. ‘

Diseases that kill among these world’s 
workers in all trades are interesting in their 
point ofattack. In the following table tuber- 
culosis is separate from diseases of the res- 
piratory organs in gentral, but either class- 
ification leads any other by long odds:

The general manager once said to me, when 
I was starting out for a new house: ‘* Re- 
member, now, we don’t care for orders; what 
we want is customers,”’ The remark sounded 
so paradoxical that I inquired his meaning, 
and he explained at length.; He didn’t want 
his salesmen placed in a position where their 
conscience would trouble them. 

No man can succeed as a salesman unless he 
wins the confidence of his trade. And there is 
just one way to do this—by fair and square 
dealing. He may pick up occasional orders, 
and “load up a jay ”. here and there, but he 
will find in a short while that his competitor 
is doing the bulk of the business in his terri- 
tory; that is, if his competitor be made of the 
proper stuff, and guards the interests of his 
trade as zealously as he does those of his 
employer. Unless this is done, failure is 
the inevitable fate of a salesman.

Looks Beyond Present Orders. 


It frequently happens that a salesman's 
suggestions are not asked by a customer, 
More frequently, however, his advice is 
sought, and when it is, it should be given 
conscientiously And with an eye to the future 
—not to the size of the single orcer he is

“know it alls,”’ who 
“know just what they 
want’’ and regard a saletman's Suggestions 
with. suspicion. The only. way to handle a 
customer of this Kind is to let him have his 
own way. Put down his order as he gives 
it, but be sure to treat him with respect, 
though be chary with advice. Nearly every 
man believes his gwn judgmént is the best, 
and doesn’t like to'haveit questioned. After 
you have his order you can incidentally mén- 
tion a few articles which are having a good 
sale in .other localities,. but which he has 
Overlooked. Don't! press him to buy: any 
of these, however.. He'll do it the next time 
you call; he don’t want you to. think you fur- 
nished the initiative. 

The buyer who takes the salesman into his 
confidence is the gne who gets all the best 
of it. He secures the full benefit of the 
salesman’s experience, and not infrequently 
a better price than his ** know it all’’ com- 
petitor.

Helps Customer: Protects House. 

Of course, a salésman’s first duty is to his 
house, but no reputable business house wants 
to “load up” a customer with a stock of 
goods which he cannot handle to advanf&ge, 
and, incidentally,| pay for when due. The 
new salesman is especially prone to look for 
large orders. He loses sight of the fact that 
he must “ build up” ‘his trade, and, in his 
anxiety and zealousness, is lable to do things 
which have just the opposite effect. Here 
are two good rules for new salesmen to paste 
in'their hats. They come from two houses 
in the same line of trade: 

“Don't try to get orders; try to make cus- 
tomers.” 

“Never misrepresent anything to a cus- 
tomer, and never sell him an article he does 
mot need.” 

If new salesmen will follow these rules and 
work hard their chances of success will be 
bright indeed.

The smoe@oth, suave French 
salesman so worked on the credulity of Scar- 
borough that he looked for an. immense 
gale of a split braid strdw hat with narrow 
rim and a blue ribbon band with a line of 
rel at the edge of the fribbon, and after 
getting the French firm to sign an agree- 
ment not to sellany of that particular style 
of hat to any other firm in Keighley, Scar- 
borough gave an order for 1,200 of the hats.

Nobody Wanted the Hats. 

He was stuck. The fkKraze for narrow 
brimmed, split straw hats, with blue bands 
and narrow red edgings which had been pre- 
dicted by the French salesman failed to ma- 
terlalizée. In fact, everybody in Keighley 
who wanted a straw hatiat all wanted acap, 
as Scarborough’s Irish ¢lerk remarked—and 
the shelves and the boxes remained filled 
with hats. Scarborough advertised. He re 
duced prices. He got panic stricken and 
slashed prices, but, after all hie efforts, he 
managed only to dispos@of sixty-six of those 
hats, at prices varying from $1.75 to $1. 
August was coming oh and the stacks of 
hats wére going to waste on the shelves and 
in the boxes, with no icaliers, when Will- 
iam Searboro~—whose grandfather cut the

The gas question is one on which a.critic 
hits ups hard; as a matter of fact the land- 
lady wishes every one to use all he wants, 
but expects people to be considerate enough 
to turn it down when they leave their rooms 
for the evening. When this fact was brought 
to the notice of one man he claimed that he 
paid for the gas, and he would burn it every 
evening whether he was in or out. He was 
requested to send for the expressman. 

The majority of women who run these 
boarding houses are widows, left to earn their 
own living, and whose only stock in trade 
is furniture enough for a house anda knowl- 
edge of cooking and housekeeping, or wives 
who are educating their children, helping 
sons or husbands through. college or caring 
for them in ill health. To see these indus- 
trious, unselfish women classed with confi- 
dence men and cheats without one word in 
their defense would be preposterous. 

The landlady also helps many people who 
make their homes with her, trusting people 
who are out of employment or starting in 
business for months at a time. Sometimes 
she is repaid and thanked, oftener she ts 
abused and left unpaid unless she keepsa 
strict watch and knows just when to demand 
her money. I will cite one instance. 

A pompous business man ‘whom we shall 
call Mr. Pody for convenience, his wife, two 
daughters, and a son had the best rooms in 
the house. When the time to pay his board 
came he was ever ready with excuses and 
promises, but seldom with the money... When

Besides the above mentioned people, what 
are the thousands of women who keep board- 
ing houses to do? There aré many who can 
do this better than any other kind of work. 
It is only right that they should be the home- 
makers for the vast army of homeless work- 
ers. There are, of course, some who have 
missed their ¢alling, just as there are doc- 
tors and ministers who have done the same. 
‘I do not hear many people saying, ‘‘ Abolish 
doctors,’’ because there are some poor ones.

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When Sewing— 

On buttons, sew through and through the 
button until the hole is full of thread, then 
wrap the thread around the button three 
times, put the thread through the wrong side 
and fasten well. On men’s garments use 
linen thread when possible. 

Ruffles. should be cut on the bias of the 
goods, matching the figure or stripe and presa- 
ing the seam on the wrongside. In this way 
it does not require as much material and the 
ruffies look much neater. Facings of all 
widths should be cut on the bias. 

Do not pucker or gather a seam in sewing 
it, and take care to fasten your thread before 
you cut ft, so that your work will not ravel. 
On these points altogether the fit or hang of 
the garment depends. It injures the enamel 
of your teeth to bite the thread. Therefore 
you should not do it. 

Darns and patches should always be 
pressed. Bear this in mind. You will see 
that ofttimes the mending is scarcely no- 
ticeable. Cultivate a pride in doing the mend- 
ing, which. is really such an important factor 
in your wardrobe. It is no disgrace to patoh. 
Do not despise the meanstotheend. It does 
not pay. 

The woman who tis a practical worker in the 
field of good deeds never throws anything in 
the rag bag that can be mended or made 
over. She sees that they reach needy ones 
who have nothing so good and she does not 
send them to the poorinrags, either. Every 
article is put in the best condition possible 
by care and patience. The record of her 
‘Inasmuch’ will be large and.others can 
and should follow her example. 

In mending with a patch, especially on boys’ 
trousers, the piece should be large enough to 
cover all the thin part. It must be put on 
the wrong side of the garment. The edge of 
the patch should not be turned in, but cross 
stitched; and care must be used not to catch 
the stitches through to the right side. Then 
turn on to the right side- and if not much 
worn, darn down on to the patch and press 
on the wrohg side. If {tt should be worn 
through badly cut out all the thin part, mak-

If towels or table Iinen show wear darn 
even tiny holes with eotton floss or coarse 
thread. For @darning purposes the cotton 
floss is preferable to linen. In all cases and 
at all times darn and mend, darn and mend. 
It saves making new. Ifa stitch in time is 
taken itis surprising how much longer sheets, 
pillow slips, towels, and all wearing apparel 
Will last. When darning weave the thread 
in and out as far as the thin spot extends, 
keeping the stocking or garment smooth over 
the darning egg. 

When the sewing machine runs hard, take 
kerosene and pil it thoroughly, remove the 
needle ahd run it as for sewing. Then with 
a cloth wipe carefully, removing all the oil, 
and dust. Next oil with the machine oll in 
the ordinary way, wiping again every part. 
Before sewing your goods sew a few stitches 
on a strip of cloth to removeall ofl that may 
have attached to the needle bar.

The Smailest— 


Thin place should be darned as evenly as 
though it were embroidery. The evenness 
and r€gularity of a darn lend it dignity and 
elevate it to a work of art. Darning thin 
places rather than mending holes fs true 
economy both of time and materials. 

The mending thread should be as near as 
possible in size to that-of the material, since 
the darn will both look and wear better, and 
it is desirable to have the needle as fine as 
the thread or silk will carry. If the sur- 
rounding parts are thin or the tear jagged, 
a piece of thinner material should be neatly 
basted on the wrong side and hemmed down 
afterwards, Silk answers nicely on woolen 
goods. Unless the darn or patch is well sur- 
rounded by healthy fabric it will not pay for 
the trouble, ag the least strain on a thin Part 
makes it Worse than It was before. With 
wash goods mending should always be done 
before washing, as it can then be done more 
easily and neatly, and the tear or thin place

They should not be wrung, but the 
surperfluous water is removed by pressing 
them between the hands, If the cleansing 
process has been successful, they are now 
white and soft and must be hung up at once 
until almost dry, when they are rapidly 
ironed. They are better dried out of doors 
when the weather is bright ahd sunny, but 
damp or cold weather protracts the process, 
and so then they are best kept iat doors.

' The flannels may be washed and hung out to 


dry while the water is becoming sufficiently 
hot for other things. Commencing with the 
cleanest—table linen—the whité things should 
®e washed in their order. The water in which 
the table linens have been washed will be 
clean enough for the toilet covers and tow- 
els, and afterwards it can be used for the bed 
atid body linen, and soon, finishing with the 
most soiled things. Two tablespoonfuls of 
paraffin added to the water in the boiler dis- 
solves and looséns grease, and 80 is good for 
cleansing such articles as oven cloths and 
coarse aprons, and all dirty things.

The vessel's sponsor was Miss Mabel Clare 
Money, daughter of United States Senator 
Money. Owing to the prevalence of yellow 
fever in the south Gov. J. K. Vardaman of 
Mississippi and his staff were unable to at+ 
tend the launching. The governor was repre- 
sented by Senator Money. The guests in- 
cluded Admiral Dewey, Lieut. Commander 
Wood, Rear Admiral Rogers, Mayor Weaver 
of this city, naval officers stationed here and 
in Washington, and many prominent civil+ 
fans,

The Mississippi will carry the smallest dis. 
placement of any United States battleship 
now being built, with the exception of the 
Idaho, a sister ship. The displacement of 
these two vessels is 13,000 tons each, while 
all the later battleships, including the Ver- 
mont, Kansas, and Minnesota, now building 
in other ship yards, have a displacement of 
16,000 tons. 


Batteries Are Formidable. 


The Mississippi will be equal to many bat- 
tleships of 16,000 tons displacement, and ne 
vessel of the same displacement in any navy 
of the nations carries equally heavy batter- 
jes. The main batteries will consist of four 
12 imeh breechloading rifles, mounted in two 
turrets; eight 7 inch breechloaders, behind 
casement armor; and two 21 inch submerged 
torpedo tubes. Also these secondary bet- 
terfes: Twelve 3 inch, six 3 pounders, two one 
pounder automatics, two one pounder rapid 
fire guns, two 3 inch fleld pieces, two ma- 
chine guns, and six automatics. 

The Mississipp! will be 875 feet in length 
on the water line, and the length over all 
will be 392 feet, with extreme beam of 77 
feet. The speed requirement is seventeen 
knots. The ship will be equipped with tripte 
expansion tWin screws of 10.000 indicated 
horse. power. There will be commosior 
quarters for 750 officers and men.

' the fire department, declared yesterday that 
within a week he will have caused the arrest 
of & quartet of firebugsa who so far have es- 
caped punishment. Two of the men impli- 


/ onted in the charges are now in the county 
| jail for petty offenses, but one is at large, 


and until he is arrested the inspector re- 
fuses to give exact:information as to the two 


fires. 

It is known that the fires mentioned by the 
conviet were the destruction of two large 
hide and leather hotises on the northwest 
-gide in 1898 and 1900. The combined loss was 
$200,000, and in both cases the cause of the 
Last week Mr. Johnson 
received a letter from a prisoner at Joliet 
who has served two years of an eight year 
sentence for burglary, stating that he wished 
to reveal his knowledge of the fires. He 
named the men in the jail as the ones who 
touched the match to the two buildings, his 
statement being backed up by the testi- 
mony that he had been present on the first 
occasion, and had beeh asked to help on the 
second. Mr. Jehnson took a stenographer to 
the penitentiary to take the confession at 


Story Confirmed in Part. 


Upon his return to the city he examined 
’ the two men in the jeil and found that 
while cne of them denied the entire story 
the other corroborated many of the details, 
admitting that he was present, but assert- 
ing that the Joliet prisoner was the man 
who actually started the fire. Mr. John- 
son now believes that if he can capture 
the fourth member of the gang and bring 
the quartet together they will incriminate 
each other. 

The two jail prisoners are young Polish 
mechanics who had the reputation of 


working hard. all day, but also of “ doing | 


small jobs at night for the price of a 
drink.”’ Mr. Johnson said that he believed 
their only reason for firing the two leather 
plants may have been a desire of commit- 
ting robbery during the progress of the fire. 


Prominent Man Accused. 


A far different ease of incendiarism 
promises to develop during the week. Mr. 
Johnson stated that he had received infor- 
mation during the last few days of a home 
that had been burnt so that the owner 
might secure the insurance upon it. While 
he refused to name the man who is accused 
of arson, he said that he ig prominent iff 
many ways, and that the residence, which 
was destroyed two years ago, was in a 
good neighborhood where the householders 
were almost above suspicion. Inveetiga- 
tion has corroborated his “tip’’ and he 
asserts that the offender willl be arrested 
during the next week.

“‘l cannot speak for cOngress,”’ he said, 
“but my own views are) we ought to give 
more authority to the interstate commerce 
commission or abolish it) altogether. It is 
almost useless as it is now. My idea would 
be to give the commission authority to in- 


bate and to fix maximum fates. I am not in 
favor of the proposition to permit.the com- 
mission to name naxim@m and minimum 
rates. 

“The present laws are plain in denouncing 
and prohibiting rebates, and it seems to me 
that the department of justice will be able 
to see that they are enforced in case the in- 
terstate commerce commission is abolished, 
We do no have a comniission to prevent 
counterfeiting and why have. a commission 
to prevent rates and discrimination in freight 
rates unless we are going to give it sufficient 
authority to/put.a stop to these practices? 

“As to the private car system, 
that this ought to be turhed over to the in- 
terstate commerce commission also. 
About as good a way as any would be to 
prohibit, private car coné¢erns entirely and 
require the railroads to take over the work 
of furtiishing all the facilities for transporta- 
tion. The roads would then be amenable to 
transportation laws. As it is now the private 
car lines claim that they are not subject to 
the existing interestate commerce laws, not 
being traneportation companies. 


the coming session should take up the tariff 
in earnest and make changes in some of the 
schedules. I do not believe that revision 
should be radical or shadtild be meade for 
the purpose of increasing the revenues of the 
government. There are other ways of doing 
that. The revision should bé for the purpose 
of doting away with somé@ of the injustices 
thet have grown up with the changes in our 
commercial history. Where the existing 
schedules result in unredsénable profits to 
manufacturers they should be changed, but 
the protective principle must be maintained

Classified as to occupation, more. laborers 
than persons in other vocations 'were sui- 
cides. Next on the list stood thoge with no 
occupation. One physician, one butcher, and 
one dentist committed sufcide. 

Among the instruments causing dccidenta!l 
deaths the coroner’s reports show that two 
persons were killed by automobiles in Sep- 
termmber, thirty-six kHied by raflroad 
trains, thirteen by streét cars, sixteen by 


} falls, and one was killed in an elevator acci- 


dent. 
Ten Murders. 

Ten murders were committed in September 
according to the coroner’s figures, eight al- 
leged murderers were apprehended before 
the end of the month, and all were held to the 
grand jury. 

Seven of the ten murdérs wefe accom- 
plished by the use of firearms, One yfctim 
was stabbed, while two were killed by 
blows, 

The number of deaths reported to the cor- 
Oner, and found to-have been due to hatural 
causes, is neadriy the same as the number 
caused by acetident, suicide, homicide, and 
other unnatural causes.

“Wallsof Jericho” Shaken, — 
but Stars Score Triumph, — 
By Franklin Fyles. : 


New York.—James K. Hackett and Mary 
Mannering could not fail with “The Walls 
of Jericho.” That seemed a fortnight ago 
to be foregone and concluded beyond the 
possibility of a reversal. For hadn't Sutro's 
drama been the bigger of last séason’s two 
overpoweringly big London successes? But 
Nat Goodwin had the other play, “The 
Beauty and the Barge,” and it was so much 
of a flasco here that faith in the Sutro 
plece was shaken a little. 

There was enough of doubt on the open- 
ing night to qualify the certainty, but it 
did not last long, and it gave zést to an 
occasion of triumph. That is a theatrically 
misused word, ‘‘ triumph,” but I @on’t know 
any other with the right meaning. 

. oo 

“The Walls of Jericho,” as blown down 
by Sutro’s horns, does not make the truth- 
ful exposure of London society that it pur- 
ports to; facts are misstated by the author 
to support his case; but he tells a virile 
story engrossingly, and his appeal to the 
average, everyday mind is irresistible. Mr. 
Sutro, brother of an American millionaire, 
and for many years familiar with English 
aristocracy, asks us fo believe that at even- 
ing parties—not informal gatherings, but 
affairs designated as “balls’'—the guests 
let themselves loose in cakewalks; that 
horsy young women stick monocles on their 
eyes, and all the men wear orchids (in thelr 
manners as well as'their buttonholes), and 
that cheating at bridge is usual in smart 
sets. In such a setting Sutro places two 
rough diamonds, Anstralian millionaires, 
who embody all the virtues, toot horns 
around the modern Jericho of Mayfair, afid 
strain their wives to their protective bos 
oms when the stones begin to fall from 
the walls. But it takes exaggeration to 
make what will be regarded by the general 
public as a strong play. 

It is said sometimes that stage writing in 
these Fitchian days {s insipid and anemic 
in contrast with the old Lyceum output. 
To people of that.mind I may remark that 
there is nothing of Clyde Fitch sophistica- 
tion In Alfred Sutro; he is a Bronson How- 
ard in the sincere mood of “‘ The Banker's 
Daughter.” 
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This production marks the entrance of 
Mr. Hackett into New York as an actor- 
manager of’the London kind. Arnold Daly 
\has done the same thing; so has Henry 
Miller; and there is Mrs. Fiske. It is a 
movement that is arousing much interest. 
The Hacketts present themselves in their 
initial production as man and wife—he a 
self-made millionaire, she the born-s@ aristo- 
crat. Although the Lady Alethea has an 
admirer playing for her favor, Sutro has 
avoided usuality In the case. Neither does 
she permit the smallest liberty in the dan- 
gler's manner towards her, nor does her 
husband doubt her loyalty for a moment. 
He objects to the spirit of her social set, 
and by their opposed points of view a suffi- 
cient conflict is created. When the drama 
is under way, and the cakewalks are passed, 
a vivid picture of domestic rupture {fs paint- 
ed; a man and a woman loving each other 
devotedly, yet utterly separate in sympathy. 

- 

James K. and Mary Mannering Hackett 
never have appeared more advantageously. 
If he lacks something in subtlety, he pos- 
Sesses a power in high pitched force that, 
in this play, is of especial value. In a finely 
written scene of “* big sweeps,’’ in which the 
husband makes his wife’s pursyer read aloud 
a vicious letter written to that sinless wom- 
an, Hackett disproves the charge that he 
is no more than a swordplay actor. Mrs. 
Hackett shines more brilliantly in a role 
luminous in changeful moods and emotional 
contrasts. In a flirtation with her admirer 
she holds him off at arm’s length, yet plays 
misohievously with his passion, and the 
difficult material is handled with tact and 
refinement. She has had nothing in years 
so well worth doing, and that may be one 
reason why she does it so well.

George Ade’s “ Just Out of College” is vari- 
ously surprising. It ig not a fable in slang; 
no one in it is hig own grammarian. It isnot 
an illustration of college life; the collegian 
mentioned in the title has come out of school 
and does not go back to alma mater town. 
It is not a formless conglomerate of humor- 
ous talk and talkers; a story is told coherent- 
ly and with some regard for theatrical effect. 
For those reasons the newer play is unlike 
’* The County Chairman "’ with its rural poil- 
tics and quite as unlike ‘‘ The College Widow” 
with its football: &nd, while it is not as good 
as either of those, it seems to me safely bet- 
ter than ‘* The Good Samaritan.” 

Ade took his pen in hand to write “ The 
College Widow ”’ for Ethel Barrymore, but 
his hand lost contrd! of his pen and turned 
out. characters more entertaining than the 
widow. He undertook with “* The Bad Sam- 
aritan ’’ to make a star role, which Raymond 
Hitchcock would be assigned to, but again 
his| pen wasn’t kept In hand. He planned 
“Just Out of College ’’ for Joseph Wheelock, 
and I guess—for I don’t know—that for a 
third time he did not realize the design In 
the execution. Anyway, it wasn't until the 
play had been reconstructed by William Sey- 
mour and edited by Paul Potter that Froh- 
man brought it out.

The college graduate, Edward Worthing- 
ton Swinger, as introduced, is that ever popu- 
lar ifellow of the stage, a liar with a tongue 
of steel clapping between cheeks of: brass. 
He has brought from school nothing more 
tangible than a diploma and he has no pian 
of pursult more utilitarian than to marry an 
heiress. He gets $20,000 from her father to 
go into business, and is to report in three 
months, when a decision on his matrimonial 
proposal will be rendered. Swinger spends 
the time and money in building up a rival to 
the father’s pickle factory and has a fool's 
good luck at it; but in the meanwhile*his 
lies get him into further vicissitudes, whth 
they are meant to gét him out of; and such 
is the material of this latest of the Ananlas 
farces—all original with Ade and most of it 
ingenious. Joseph Wheelock individualizes 
Swinger as John Drew would and as N. C. 
Goodwin would neot—by which I mean that 
Wheeler’s audacious Nar is suave and not 
assegtive, and that women as well as men 
wil) like him.

The oddest in Ada’s set of characters 
chap who has a habit of saying, “ It’ 
this,’’ when he sticks in a sentence, 
he |tries to tell in gestures what he can't put 
into words.

EORGE ADE has met Failure and said: 
“ Howdy, glad to make your acquaint- 
ance."" Failure is something new for 
Ade—and yet, for the sake of the ex- 
perience, he is not sorry—and 
the oats crop of Indiana broke all records this 
season, and no matter what Savage and the 
critics do to Ade he Is happy. 

Ade’s first failure has been recorded. There 
are discussions as to whether “The Bad 
Samaritan" failed because it was bad or 
because certain theatrical powers wanted it 
to fail; but, regardless of the question at 
issue, Ade takes a philosophical view of the 


matter.

In an interview with a Herald reporter in 
New York Ade gave his views on failures; 
Joe had just written him about the crops—and 
George held a letter in his hands when the 
reporter approached him. 

* Listen’to this,’’ said the man who made 
slang classical aa he eagerly read the letter. 
“Oats have gone up to 26 cents, and the 
twenty acre field thrashed out 200 bushels 
more than we expected; sold those sixteen 
cows we thought we couldn't get rid of and 
would have to winter for $55 a head: man 
from Toronto has offered $800 for that team 
of sorrel colts.

“ But what was the psychological error?’ 

“ There were two, ag near as my hindsight 
allows me to discover—one is that the Ameri- 
can public has ceased to be interested in 
wealth. Money is too common. A million- 
aire is no longer a curiosity or even an ob- 
ject of interest! Instead of playing 4 star 
part he is only one of a big chorus, almost 
as monotonous as the old Greek chorus, at 
that. That’s where I erred. To me a lot of 
money has always seemed an attractive 
setting to a ian, but it is not to New York- 
ers. You. can’t throw a stick out of that 
window without hitting a millionaire. Here 
‘in New York a man with a thousand puppy 
dogs would stir up ten times the interest 
that a man would who had $10,000,000, 
Money is too common. So you see that robs 
the central figure of his allurement.” 

“And the other reason?’ 

-“ The love story dées not appeal. It's that 
‘of an olf man, a rich old man, im love witha 
young servant, a housekeeper in a country 
hotel. When acted seriously, as it was, the 
romance wasridiculous. New Yorksaid, ‘ O, 
fudge!’ and I don’t wonder, now that I have 
seen it. with the varnish of authorship rubbed 
off.’" 

“‘ Did itseem good when you wrote it?’ 

‘Fine. The original manuscript ig up- 
stairs, and I suppose it is worth about 2 cents 
a pound now as ‘old paper. It is written on a 
good quality of linem paper, by the way. I 
might get more for it.

* It is a singular thing that when you send 
the manuscript of a new play to your man- 
ager by express and they ask you to puta 
value upon it you can hardly make up your 
mind just how many thousahd dollars you 
should. say;. but after the play has been pro- 
duced you begrudge a 25 cent express oharee 
to send it anywhere.”’
